Space constraints slow RWEC plans 


Bowling alley, movie eet and swimming pool may be moved into latter phases of arena project

The fate of a bowling alley, movie the- 
ater and swimming pool — all promised fea- 
tures in Sacramento State’s proposed 
Recreation, Wellness and Events Center — is 
in question because of construction delays 
and funding uncertainties. 

The three projects will likely be included 


in the latter two phases of the RWEC con- 
struction, which are slated to open in 2010 
and 2015. Construction of the proposed 
bowling alley, movie theater and swimming 
pool is being delayed because of a lack of 
space in the planning for the center’ s official 
opening. 

The RWEC is scheduled to open its first 
phase in 2008, and will include an 8,000- 
seat arena, racquetball courts and six basket- 


ball courts. 

The two committees currently dis- 
cussing the plans for the RWEC, which 
include architects, faculty and students, are 
determining what activities will have priori- 
ty. 

A survey conducted last year asked stu- 
dents what activities they would like to see 
the RWEC offer, and students responded 


that a bowling alley and movie theater were 


‘most desired. 


The movie theater received the most 
votes, with 74 percent, and the bowling 
alley was the second most popular, with 58 
percent. 

Josh McGee, chairman of the RWEC 
student advisory committee, said the con-

_ Smoke rose. from the steps of the state Capitol 
Saturday from individuals practicing their legal right to 
use medicinal marijuana. 

“This is a coming out rally for the medical marijua- 
na community,” said Peter Keyes, chief financial offi- 
cer for Compassionate Coalition. 

The free rally was sponsored by Compassionate 
Coalition, a non-profit organization formed in support 
of medicinal marijuana. 

“Tt have a_ kidney transplant patient from 
Sacramento State who gets their medication from us,” 
said Louis Fowler, owner of Alternative Specialties, a 
local medical cannabis provider. 

Medicinal marijuana doesn’t seem to be a big con- 
cern to Sac State students as a whole. Out of 100 stu- 
dents who were randomly asked about their stance, 23 
had no opinion, 56-were for medicinal marijuana and

“The bowling alley would offset 
some of its own cost because stu- 
dents would pay for things like shoe 
rental, food and groups that want to 
rent it out for events,” McGee said.

University Center 
Restaurant loses 
money every year

In an effort to begin improving 
campus services, the CSUS 
Foundation recently commissioned 
an online survey for the University 
Center Restaurant. 

The restaurant, located in the 
University. Union, loses money 
every year, said Matt Altier, vice 
president of capital planning and 
resource development. : 

Altier said the hope is to raise 
the visibility of the restaurant by 
finding out people’s preferences 
through the survey. 

“It’s the first phase of trying to 
improve some of our services,” 
Altier said. “We have over 400 


_Tesponses (to the survey) to work 


from.” 

Stephanie Ewing, a retietered 
dietitian and spokeswoman for din- 
ing services, talked about why the 


survey was commissioned. 


“We wanted to find out if people 
know if there’s a restaurant and they 
use it,” Ewing said. 

“We also wanted to find out the 
reasons why they are using it and to 
make sure we're meeting those 
needs.” 

Ewing also said it was important 
to establish a “baseline benchmark 
for where we need to go.” 

The survey asks questions about 
food preference, type of service 
(menu, buffet or a combination of 
the two), food selection (upscale 
fine. dining, eclectic, bistro), prefer- 
ences about longer dining hours and 
whether people want the restaurant 
to be open for breakfast or dinner,in 
addition to lunch or a combination 
of any two of.the. three.

Ewing said the current theme of 


‘the restaurant is upscale, but a per- 


son can get a hamburger, too. 

“You can go to the restaurant, 

have a nice little lunch date and be 
waited on,” Ewing said. “Being 
able to provide the service is impor- 
tant.” 
, There is no specific dress code 
for the restaurant, Ewing said, and 
students are welcome as long as 
they are “dressed appropriately.” 

Derek Wichman, a junior busi- 
ness major, said he knew where the 
restaurant was located but had not 
eaten there. 

“T think the entrance is a little 
deceiving and not very inviting,” 
Wichman said. 

Two sociology majors, junior 
Breana Ehrhardt and senior Erin 
Best, both said they are always 
looking for an alternative to the 
other fare, such as pizza, offered on 
campus. 

“I have never heard of (the 

restaurant) and never go over 
there,” Ehrhardt said. 
- “JT never go out that exit (of the 
Union),” Best said. “I look at the 
paper and never see anything about 
it.” 

Many organizations on campus 
use the restaurant. One such organ- 
ization, the University Staff 
Assembly, has its monthly meeting 
there. | 

Cindy Collins, president of the 
organization, said the restaurant set- _ 
ting works great for the assembly’s 
meetings. 

“Tt is important to have a place 
where they respect your in and out 
time,” Collins said. “It is really nice 
to bring people on campus, give 
them a tour and then end up at a 
place for a nice lunch.”

WPE too late to measure writing skills 


ecoming a junior in college can be great; you 
are finally done with general education and 
can focus on your actual profession. You 


have finished all of the requirements, and it seems _- 


like you’re in the home stretch. But wait; don’t get 

too-excited,..there. is,.something..else:...t's,.timae to 
break out that pen and take the nen Proficiency 
Exam or WPE. 

A student in their junior year should have 
already passed two general education courses that 
explain how to construct an argumentative essay. 

California’s K-12 education system isn’t the 
best, but all high schools offer courses in English 
that cover essay construction as well. When I sat 
down to take the WPE last month, I wondered how 
many of my peers really needed to take the exam 
and whether the topic of the paper was relevant to 
various majors. 

The WPE examination itself stems from the 
Graduation Writing Assessment Requirement 
(GWAR) that was established by the trustees of 
the CSU system in 1977. The WPE program was 
created a few years later. Students may fulfill the 
requirement by receiving a minimum score of 
seven on the WPE or by earning.a “C’” or bette in 
English 109. 

A small committee chosen by Writing 


Proficiency Exam Coordinator Jon Price decides 


the topics for the examinations. Price also selects 
faculty members at Sacramento State that are 
paid to read and grade the exams. 

“The question committee is very small, but 
they work up the topics themselves; anyone can 
submit an idea for a topic, but ven few do,” Price 
said. 

Facial surgery and Wier Sacramento 
should build a new arena for the Kings have been 
topics used in the past. A student that does not 
stay in tune with daily news or local politics may 
have no knowledge on a topic, such as a sports 
arena, making it difficult for him or her to com- 
pose a six to eight page essay about it. . 

The question committee chooses topics for 
the exam based on the questions’ mainstream 
appeal and accessibility. Accessibility and the 
appeal of a topic, such as facial surgery, is not 
likely going to be common in the minds.of most 
Sac State students.

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accessibility of the topics,” Price said. 

Senior interior design major Shawna 
Richtsmier, who failed her first WPE exam about 
facial surgery, feels that the topics are irrelevant to 
her major. 

“Students don not benefit from the test because 
we get so much writing experience in our classes 
already,’ she said. “I will never write anything on 
such topics in the future.” 

The topics of the exams,: accessible and 
appealing or not, are not the basis for the WPE 
exam. The idea is to improve the writing skills of 
students who may be lacking in that area. 
However, students, if they have gone through tra- 
ditional education until their junior year in col- 
lege, have had plenty of instruction on writing. 

English is required through all four years of 
high school, as well as the lower division critical 
thinking courses in. college. The newly instated 
exit exams for high school dovetail with the writ- 
ing required for senior project essays. Three- 
quarters of the students interviewed for this story 
said they first learned how to construct an argu- 
mentative essay early in high school. 

Still, according to the requirements for the 
WPE exam, some students seem to have need for 
further assistance in their writing skills. .* 

“Despite passing writing courses from a vari- 
ety of other institutions spread throughout the 
state, as our students do, some students have not 
yet achieved the level of proficiency our faculty 
desires,” Price said. 

That proficiency must come at a very high 
standard if more than 65 percent of the students 
get a grade of eight on the WPE. Scores higher 
than that are very uncommon and less than one 
percent receive a perfect score of 12. 

If the level of proficiency is not met according 
to faculty standards, the students are offered the 
option of a writing workshop. During the work- 


shop, students are instructed on different. 


approaches to writing, given sample examina-

the high school SAT 9 test. It is arequirement of the 
CSU system, so the university can’t disregard the - 
program; but the university can improve the situa- - 
tion by querying students about the topics and by .

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Hornet discriminates against Muslims |

A_ bout four years ago, The State 7 

Aree ran an article with the head- 

ine: “Sac State Muslims Not 
Immune to Prejudice” (September LT; 
2001, News section). ; 

The article was written about a week 
after the attacks on Sept. 11, 2001; two 
separate incidents were documented, one 
where a Muslim student wearing a head- 
scarf was spit upon by another student, 
and another where a Muslim student was 
told “we should bomb you all.” 

Last week the Hornet illustrated that 
Muslims are still subject to discrimination 
when it ran a pair of editorial cartoons it 


cartoon service (A6-A7, April 6, 2005). - 
One depicted the waiting room for the new 


‘pope. In it, between a pair of oblivious 


Europeans and a drawing of President 
Bush sitting on a nuclear missile and a pile 
of cash, was the typical misleading image 
of a Muslim. He wore a long black robe, 
had a bushy white beard, a hooked nose 
and a mad, crazed look in his eye. In his 
hand was a long, curved sword with the 
word Islam written on it. 

The next cartoon showed various evil- 


-looking animals devouring each other. A 


snake labeled “Shia,” a camel labeled 
“Kurd” and an unidentifiable. creature 
labeled “Sunnis.” ) 

So what’s the problem here? Of course 
these are stereotypes; they’ré meant to be. 


*-no © apologies made. But these cartoons cut 


a little bit deeper than political satire, and 
in fact reveal a troubling pattern - not just 
about the Hornet, but about American 
society. | 

The picture in the first cartoon is ; not 
just of the “typical” Muslim we are used to 
getting in the media: it’s of the “typical” 
Arab as well. With a lecherous grin, he 
waits to do violence in the name of reli- 
gion, the very picture of fanaticism, We as 
American viewers are quite used to getting 
this picture. From movies to T.V,. we are 
confronted with it over and over again. 
When was the last time you watched 
“True Lies,” staring our current governor? 
He kills enough of these stereotypical 
Muslim Arabs to fill a morgue. What 


with Bruce Willis? All of them rack up the 


. body counts and the stereotypes. 


It doesn’t stop with the movies. On Fox 
news, Bill O’ Reilly tells us that the “‘vast ~ 


majority of the Muslim world thinks we’ re 


infidels, that Allah wants them to kill us 


_ and no matter what we do, we’re not 


going to change that.” He goes on to com- 
pare the Quran to Hitler’s “Mein Kampf,” 
while a few hours later, Geraldo describes 
Arabs as “‘these dogs, these pigs; I call 
them animals,” (remind anyone of cartoon 
number two?) and that we should clean 
out the “rats nest.” 

What we have here is not just the 
Hornet staff making a poor choice of car- 
toons; unfortunately, it’s a much bigger 
problem than that. 


gerous Arab and Muslim stereotypes are 
accepted as the norm by most of us. While 


many of us would immediately be out- 


- raged by a cartoon depicting a black 


“Sambo” or minstrel character, we barely 
bat an eye at the same portrayal of Arabs 
and Muslims. | 

This blind eye toward Arab/Muslim 
stereotypes leads to the type of behavior 
the Hornet documented four years ago. It’s 
not just the Hornet that’s at fault here; it’s 
all of us.

Cartoon invites lively, passionate discussion 


[ ast week I ran a cartoon by 
caglecartoons.com artist 

—4 Sandy Huffaker that tapped 

a nerve with some of our student 

and non-student readers. 

Cagle provides us with a wide- 
variety of mostly satirical political 
content and there isn’t much that 
is taboo with its artists. Huffaker 
is no exception. I’m a fan of his 
‘nothing is too holy’ approach, 
because his work, while contro- 
versial, invites passionate discus- 
sion. 

I like that. 

I wish we had more lively dis- 
cussions on campus; since I find 
myself disappointed weekly by 
the lack of response to much of 
what we print in the State Hornet 
Opinion section. 

Even the somewhat controver- 
sial column by Andrew Stewart 
entitled, “College Greeks got all 
the ‘freaks’” generated a paltry 11 
responses from a community that 
numbers in the thousands. This, 
after I was assured that a hell- 
storm of response was forthcom- 
ing. But that is another story and 
not what this column is about. 

In case you missed it, the car- 
toon depicted a caricature of 
President George Bush, an 
Islamic extremist with a knife and 


. the word “Islam” written on it, 


and two careless wine swilling 
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“New Pope’s” office door. 

After the publication of the 
cartoon, four members of the 
Muslim Students Association 
(MSA) dropped by the Hornet 
offices to discuss what they per- 
ceived as dangerous stereotyping. 
Their concern extended to the 
alleged violence and future vio- 
lence against Muslim students. 

I wanted to make sure I under- 
stood the artist’s intention so I 
went right to the source, Huffaker 
himself. He said by e-mail, “The 
cartoon criticizes Bush’s faith and 
Europe for not having much faith 
at all, as well as Islam’s problems 
with violence and revenge. The 


* most vicious E-mails I get are 


either from the NRA or Islam ... 
” Whether you agree with him or 
not, the message is provocative 
and played out satirically in a 
way that certainly displays the 
worst characteristics of all the 
characters. | 

Let me state right up front that 
I am not about, nor is the State 
Hornet Opinion section in the 


business’ of intentionally pefpetur - 


if + 


ating stereotypes. We will, how- 
ever, in the proper context, use 
every means possible within the 
framework of the First 
Amendment to convey a message 
or make a point. Satire often 
serves that purpose well. The 
problem with any sort of satire is 
that inevitably someone is going 
to be offended. 

Dictionary.com defines 

‘satire’: “a literary work in which 
human vice or folly is attacked 
through irony, derision or wit.” 

In the offensive category, the 
cartoon in question had a number 
of stereotypes to choose from. 
George Bush carrying a missile 
and a bag of money to the Pope’s 
office would surely rub a few 
Republicans and maybe even a 
few Catholics the wrong way 
since it could have implied that 
the Pope was for sale or maybe in 
danger. 

The partying Europeans obliv- 
ious to the piety of the Pope’s 
position flirtatiously ignore any- 
one around them, instead focus- 
ing on their own selfish needs. 

And finally, the image in ques- 
tion, the Islamic fundamentalist 
staring down the viewer menac- 
ingly waiting for the chance to 
perpetrate his next heinous atroci- 


_ ty in the name of Islam.

protagonists in his cartoon. On 
the surface, this is a free speech 
issue. We have a right to print 
what we like with few apologies, 
especially in the name of political 
satire. In the words of this week’s 
guest columnist, John Kincaid, 
“In political satire people’s feel- 


ings get hurt, no apologies made.” 


By its very nature satire is meant 
to exaggerate, caricaturize and in 
some cases, incite an emotional 
reaction. 

If I were to worry about each 
and every group I offended when 
I printed a cartoon, I wouldn’t 
have any cartoons to print. I print 
them because I think they are 
important and even in this case 
they have inspired a dialogue. My 
intention is never to hurt or 
offend. : 

In the case of the MSA, they 
were concerned that if the cartoon 
were critical of Catholics, Jews or 
blacks, I would have censored the 
material. Not true. The numerous 
cases of alleged abuse of children 
by Catholic priests surely would 
have been a concern had it been 
topical during my tenure here at 


_ the Hornet and given the opportu- - 


nity to highlight the other groups 
in a Satirical way would surely be 
explored. And we certainly have 
taken our shots at President 
«George Bush whenever ADOTOPT 
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In some ways, } think this car- 
toon was perceived as especially 
offensive because of the acknowl- 
edged difficulties faced by 
Muslims since 9/11 and the rise 
of the Muslim insurgency in Iraq. 
Five years ago it may not have 
garnered even one letter from the 
Muslim community. That I under- 
stand, and I am more than sympa- 
thetic to the issue. In business or 
political terms, the Muslim com- 
munity has a real PR problem on 
its hands for which I don’t have a 


solution. 


Sadly, we cannot deny that a 
lot of violence has been perpetrat- 
ed in the name of Islamic extrem- 
ism just as the Irish Catholics and 
Protestants have had their violent 
issues. As a journalist, how am I 
supposed to present these stories 
if I have a fear of offending a cer- 
tain group of people? As I write 
this, three suicide bombers and an 
American contractor kidnapped in 
Iraq are leading the news. 

I know that most Muslims. 
don’t relate to the violent extrem- 
ist factions who represent them- 


_ selves as Muslims, but sometimes 


it’s hard to separate the religion 
from the act, even if those 
extremists represent a fringe fac- 
tion of the religion. The same 
could be said for the large num- 
bers of Catholic priests who have 


never molested a utd: As unfair 
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as it is, it becomes guilt by asso- 
ciation. 

I do agree with Kincaid when 
he says America has a problem. 
Americans don’t like those who 
are different from themselves, 
which in this case, means white 
America. I’m not proud of it, but 
it’s one of those sinful situations 
that has been around since the 


first Europeans started exploiting 
the real Native Americans. Again, 


that’s a column for another day. 

I’m sure that none of the 
above comes across as an apolo- 
gy to the Muslim community, but 
I hope it explains my position and 
the position of journalists who 
print political satire. But I also 
hope that those reading this get 
the fact that the Muslim majority 
is concerned about its image. If 
there is anything good that can 
come from this, please take notice 
that Muslims are not content to 
allow the negative stereotypes to 
continue and that the majority of 
Muslims are nothing like the 
awful stories we read about ema- 
nating from the Middle East con- 
flict in Iraq.

the confusion,” Lange said. 

Lange said he had to search for 
the new location of the office, 
causing him to arrive late. 

Anica Montes-Acosta, repre- 
senting the Vice President of 
Student Affairs office, testified that 
the time stamped on Lange’s pack- 
et was 4:40 p.m., 10 minutes after 
the deadline. 

Montes-Acosta also stated that 
signs were posted around Lassen 
Hall, the location of the office, stat- 
ing that the office had been tem- 
porarily moved. 

Lange also argued that the elec- 
. tion code, which sets guidelines for 
candidates, is vague in its descrip- 
tion of the election packet require- 
ments. 

Much of the debate focused on 
pages nine through 11 of the elec- 
tion code, which deal with candi- 
date filing. 

“Nowhere does it state on page 
nine that the check had to be 
included with the packet,” Lange 
told the committee. 

Tom Griffith, chair of the com- 
plaint committee, said that the 
requirement of including the check 
with the packet is stated later in the 
election code. 

Other witnesses present at the 
- hearing included Access slate can- 
didates James Shelby I, Angel 
Barajas and Julio Velazquez, who 
testified against Lange. 


Lange told the committee that 
those candidates were at the 
Student Affairs office as he was 
turning in his check and had 
harassed him, stating that he was 
late and therefore ineligible. 

Shelby said the only statement 
he made was that the office should 
not be accepting packets after 4:30 
p.m. 

Barajas and Velazquez also told 
the committee that Lange was 


- Clearly late, after crossing paths 


with Lange on his way to the 
Student Affairs office on March 
25. 

“There’s deadlines and they 
should be abided by,” Velazquez 
said. . 

Barajas, current ASI executive 
vice president, believes the lan- 
guage in the newly revised election 
code is clear. 3 

Barajas said the newly revised 


_code added disqualification of can- 


didates if the packet and check are 
not turned in before the deadline. 
The committee has 10 days to 
discuss the issue and vote on 
whether Lange can run for office. 
If the committee decides he is 
not eligible, Lange may then 
appeal to the appellate council.

a moral statement; we were making a women’s 
health statement.” 

Parrish said she was surprised at how few 
women knew the relationship between hangers 
and abortion.

tions because hangers were often used to conduct 


unsafe abortions.

Jessie Raeder, campus organizer for the 
Feminist Majority Foundation, said states across 
the country are passing conscience clauses that 
allow pharmacists to refuse to dispense prescrip- 
tions if it defies their moral values, which means 
they can refuse to give women birth control or 
emergency contraceptives (morning-after pills).

Leisa Faulkner-Barnes picked up a flier 24 years ago 
about a new peace activists’ group on campus. Since then 
she has traveled to foreign nations and has even spent sev- 
eral months in a federal prison as part of her personal mis- 
‘sion to share her message with the rest of the world. 

Faulkner-Barnes wasn’t always the activist type. She 
got-married shortly after graduating from high school and 
spent the next several years as a stay-at-home mom, raising 
five boys, the youngest of which has Down syndrome. 

As her sons grew up, she decided to go back to school 
to pursue her bachelor’s and master’s degrees. It was dur- 
ing this time that she received her calling to en peace

new student group voicing their opinion against the war, 
she showed up to'a meeting for Campus Peace Action. 

“There was just me and two faculty members at that 
first meeting,” she said. “At the time there were no politi- 
cally active clubs on campus.” 

Campus Peace Action’s membership grew to more than 
450 students within the next several months, she said. That 
spring it held the largest demonstration ever at Sac State, 
with over 550 students participating. 

Faulkner-Barnes also became involved with the organ- 
ization SOA Watch. The group is opposed to the School of 
Americas (recently changed to “WHINSEC”), a Ft. — 
Benning, Ga., training academy for military leaders in 
Central and South America. According to SOA Watch, 
many of the school’s graduates have been accused of 
crimes against humanity. 

In November 2003, Faulkner-Barnes joined Bourgeois 
and SOA Watch in a protest that involved walking onto fed- 
eral property at Ft. Benning. She and a handful of others 
were arrested for trespassing. Faulkner-Barnes was. sen- 
tenced to three months in a federal prison. 

“People were afraid for me,” she said. “They all iad 
‘Are you sure you want to do this?’” 

Faulkner-Barnes kept a journal while she was incarcer- 
ated in the Dublin, Calif., women’s facility. She sent her 
entries to her friends and family in Sacramento, and 
Campus Peace Action posted many of her entries on its 
Web site. 

“T really learned to value women I woulda’ t otherwise 
have had a chance to know,” she said. 

Since returning from prison, Fanlkner-Barnes has 
remained active in the peace.movement. She has continued 
working with SOA Watch and traveled to Haiti in March 
for the one-year afiniversary of the ousting of former

Peak Adventures played host to “Fun Factor,’ a take 
on the popular reality television show “Fear Factor,” on 
April 6, affording recreation and leisure studies students 
an opportunity to compete in several challenging obsta- 
cle courses. | 

The event was the idea of Emie Olson, professor of 
recreation and leisure studies. Olson decided to have his 
class put to task what they’re learning in the classroom 
and apply it at the Challenge Center, an obstacle course 
that Peak Adventures designed on the west end of cam- 
pus. 

Eight teams of five members each competed in chal- 
lenges including scaling a 40-foot rock climbing wall, 
tightrope walking and even eating snails. | 

In his class, RLS 100, Olson discusses personal 
growth and development. 

- The class focuses on arousal theory, the idea, that 
humans are constantly seeking a certain arousal point 
that helps them achieve an “optimal level” of perform-

ance. 
Olson said the obstacle courses provided an oppor- 


tunity for students to test a variety of theories and con- . 


cepts. 

“We modeled the activity after the television show 
‘Fear Factor,” Olson. said. “Typically, a challenge 
course program minimizes competition, but tonight we 
wanted to look at a recreational activity in which com- 
petition played an important role but was secondary to 
the intrinsic value of the experience.” 

Olson said that the scientific literature on the subject 
of optimal physiological arousal suggests that a chal- 
lenge course experience often leads to a number of 
important outcomes, such as increased problem-solving 
skills. 

Each team was required to complete six different 
tasks, each within 15. minutes. The goal for each task 
was to collect as many flags as possible. The farther a 
contestant progressed on a particular event, the more 
flags were captured. | 

“Tt’s a lot harder than I thought. I can’t even feel my 
arms,” said Emily Arno, a senior communications stu- 
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WIND 











dent, after climbing to the top of a 40-foot-tall cargo net. 

One task called “the humbler” ‘penalized students 
with eating snails if they didn’t successfully move along 
a horizontal rope suspended a few. feet off the ground. 

“Tt had a smoky, barbecue mesquite flavor,” joked 
Adam Rico, a junior business major, after eating a snail. 
“J just about threw it up.” . 

Another task required each team member to climb a 
pole while carrying an exercise ball in one hand. Upon 
reaching the top of the pole, the competitor must 
tightrope walk across a cable stretched about 30 feet 
above the ground. | | 

‘The farther you go up, you get tired and you can’t 
rest,” said Billie Ann-Strmiska, a senior marketing 
major. “And you have to hold the ball; you can’t put it 
under your shirt.” | : 

Gloria Toledo, a junior sociology student and mem- 
ber of the softball team, successfully conquered the 
tightrope part of the obstacle on her first attempt. 

“It’s not what I expected,” Toledo said about the 
tightrope. “You need to learn how to block everyone 
out, especially the noise.”
